Article  1.  To  bring  in  your  votes  for  candidates  for 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  delegates  to 
the  Democratic  and  Republican  National  Conventions,  and 
delegates  at  large.

TROY  WATER  WORKS 

Looking  in  the  future  and  back  a  little  ways  for  informa- 
tion and  comparison. 

The  first  group  of  Meters,  purchased  about  fifty  years  ago, 
are  obsolete.  The  company  is  now  out  of  business,  so  repair 
parts  are  not  available.  Meters  have  been  rebuilt  with  parts 
from  "others"  that  are  beyond  repair,  so  we  have  managed  to 
keep  this  department  going. 

The  next  oldest  group  has  a  weak  part  which  can  be  re- 
paired without  buying  the  part,  which  is  expensive. 
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Two  new  Hydrants  were  installed  with  gates  in  front  of 
each  one.  One  of  the  Hydrants  was  of  the  original  type  (1892). 
That  was  replaced  when  it  was  smashed  by  an  automobile.  We 
have  two  of  those  obsolete  models  left. 

A  terrific  bout  was  had  with  the  Beavers.  Eventually  they 
were  trapped  and  their  dams  destroyed. 

The  Chlorine  was  stepped  up  from  .035  to  .075  P.P.M.  to  be 
sure  of  the  safety  factor. 

The  Well  was  pumped  day  and  night  to  try  to  improve  the 
taste  of  the  water.  The  well  produced  75  gallons  a  minute  which 
was  fine  until  a  heavy  draft  of  water  mixed  it  up  with  the 
reservoir  water.  This  brings  to  our  attention  two  new  problems 
that  should  have  our  serious  consideration.  We  have  a  letter 
from  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission, 
that  Surface  Water  will  have  to  be  treated  a  lot  more  than  with 
Chlorine  alone.  This  could  be  an  expensive  set  up. 

Another  side  to  the  situation  would  be  to  look  into  a  well 
which  would  not  need  too  much  treatment.  Besides  more  water 
is  surely  needed.  We  are  using  about  2,500,00  gallons  each 
month  now,  as  compared  with  1,750,000  gallons  each  month 
ten  years  ago.  Some  money  should  be  appropriated  to  look  into 
this  coming  crisis.  We  have  a  plan  (looking  to  the  past)  by 
Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee  of  a  tank  for  storage  and  an  altitude 
valve  with  the  altitude  valve  fitting  already  in  the  main  line. 
In  1949  the  estimated  cost  was  $56,000.00.  We  mention  this  for 
comparison  since  the  Well  we  now  have  costs  complete,  ap- 
proximately $5,000.00. 

You  will  please  notice  that  the  Revenue  is  also  going  up, 
and  the  Water  Works  is  a  paying  part  of  the  Town's  economy. 

Everything  seems  to  be  in  order,  but  times  change  regard- 
less.

Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief 
LEST  WE  FORGET  -  IT  CAN  HAPPEN  HERE 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of  homes 
are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong 
dry  hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster 
that  devastated  large  areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages 
in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellar-holes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer 
vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on  that  destructive  day 
of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampshire  but 
they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  ail 
around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of 
carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protec- 
tion when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be  your 
guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  fire- 
brand —  a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The  burning 
of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rubbish 
collection.  Burning  of  grass  or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous. 
See  your  warden  first. 

3.  if  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if 
they  are,  put  them  DEAD  OUT  when  leaving. 

4.  MOST  IMPORTANT  —  Instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of 
the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest 
litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which  leads  to  destructive 
loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year  —  1971  —  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of 
fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those 
who  remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed  Smoke/s  message.
